respect in Hongkong but are keoping pace 
with the times. | can only add that I con= 
sider the Colony must be congratulated on 
thin important addition to its establish. 
ments for educational purposes. 


Dr Bite) said—Your Excellency, Ladies 
and Gentlemon,—My collesgue, the 
Director of Public Works, having stated 
the grounds on which this new schoo! 
building commends itsolf architecturally 
as aceeptabla to tho public service, it 
remaloa for mie to odd a few words con- 
corning the educational import of ‘the new 

“Building, Sir, standing, a3 wo are, on 
ground which, from the earliest years of 
the Golony, hos been asaocated (as 
Missionary residence) with cducation, on 
ground sacred (since 1862) to the memory 
of the most feithful labours, for the educa- 
tion of the Chinese, connected with the 
name of the IsteDr Stowart, it may woll 
befit the occasionto survey briefly the boar- 
jugs of the educational movement in this 
Colony. The Schoola of Hongkong are the 
offspring of three distinct educational 
agenciea: the Qhinose, the Church, and the 
State. Eversine this dot in tho ocean 
has boon peopled, the leaters of the 
Ohinone inhabitants have goue their cwn 
way in the matter of education, sccepting 
nalther aid, nor control, nor even advice 
from Gharch or State. 
Schools now st rork in this Qolony, well- 
nigh 200 are theexclusive creation of the 
Ohinasa Kaifong or the Tungwa Hospital 
Committeo. A: Obinese trade has gone its 
own woy, rofastog partnershipalliance with 
Earopeans, and strictly confining itself to 
the relations uf buyer and celler, so in 
matters of education sleo-the leading men 
emong the Chiriese population have hitherto 
stood aloof from Government Grante-in- 
Aid as much as from the Schools of Chris- 
tian Missions, Nevertheless, of the 10,000 
ehildron now under: instrution in the 
Sebools of this Colony, hardly one-fifth 
attend those Kaifong School, whilst over 
$,000 children, mostly Chinese, are crowd- 
ing into the ackools established by Charch 
and. State. Moreover, those Kaifong 
Schoola are nov, x0 far as accommodation 
and scope of teaching is consrned, in the 
same cramped end elipshod condition im 
which they wero 50 years ago, and as obli- 
vious of the needs of female education as 

‘‘sver. On the ether hand, the Mission 
Rehools and the Gorernnent Schoole, 
largely patronized by the Chinese people, 
sro from year to year steadily improviag 
thele accommodation, ‘their organization, 
and their mothoda of teaching, and drawing 
{nto the education net both boys and girls 
of all natiunalities. I see among the avdi- 
-ence sonic of tho leaders and represent- 
ativas of the Chineso community, and ¥ 
would caracatly call upon them to recon- 
sider their attitude of isolation, not merely 
apart from, but virtually in opposition to, 
the main drift of the educational movement 
of this Golany. I would ask them to con- 
sider, that the onward swoop of the world 
talerates no longer any standing still,’ in 
matters of edusation no: more than in poli- 
tics, teade or civilization ; that in the in- 
crousinely Keon conspetitive struggle for in- 
Ajvidual or dstional-existente, the victory 
is now with thi educated, while the illiter- 
ate remaln ciphers in gocioly or become the 
dangerous tools of ‘designing agitatora ;

In conclusion, 1 commend to Your Ez- 
celletcy the acceptabilily of the Building 
which accommodates over 600 children, Dir 
Beliliva has generously erected it on ground 
provided, with oqual ‘generosity, by the 
Government and which he desires to hand 
ovar to the unrestricted. control of the Gov- 
erumont—nnder the name of ‘Tho Be- 
lillos Public School.’ 

His Exoollency said—Ladios and Gentle 
mon, I have 5 very plossant task to pore 
form this afternoon, and that is to accept, 
on behalf of myself and of fature Governors 
of Hongkong, of thia princely gift which 
has boon presented to the public of Bong- 
kong by tha Honourable Kmanuel Rafael 
Bolilios {applause). I may wention 
in connection - with it thot several 
years ago Me Bolilios offared to 
build a achool for girls if the Government 
on its part would provide a suitable nite. 
This offer, for reasons which were doubtless 
sufficient, was declined by my immediate 
predecessor, Sir William Des Vooux. 
Bhortly after my orrival hore in 
December, 1891, that offer was repeated, 
and after consultation with the Direotor of 
Public Works and the Inspector of Schools 
I gtatefully nceepted that offer. Having 
inspected this building, Indies and gentle- 
men, and looking at it from this atand- 
point, I must asy that C considor mysalf 
wary Fortunate in having, oven te a 
vory alight extent, bron associated 
with Mr Belilios in this charitable and 
benevolent undertaking. Mr Bolilios has 
made the question of education, and sspe- 
cially of female education his own in Hong- 
kong. This building is capable, as Dr 
Fitel just stated, of holding between 600 
and 700 girls, and ehat it will be of im- 
menso benefit to the Chinese commanity 
goot without saying, But Mr Bolilios’ 
generous acts did not commence with this 
School, and I trust they have vot terminat- 
ed with it. He has ostablished scevoral 
scholarships hera at a cost of $14,000. He 
haagiven a site to the Committes of the 
Maedical College valucd at least $16,000, 
and has pledged himself to erect a College 
thereon at a cost of 930,000 if the main- 
tenance of that building cau be gaaran- 
teed either by private or public sup- 
port; Ido not wish ty make any promise 
its regard to that project, but 1 shall 
only be too happy If, during wy tenure 
of vffice, I can find myscif in a posi- 
tion to take it into favourable conside- 
ration. This building has cost $30,000. 
Nor, for the bast Gfty yoars the community 
of Hongkong has been distinguished for 
its liberality in subscribing towards pri- 
vate and public charity, and from time to 
timo many wealthy individuals havo given 
large sums for private and publia objects. 
But I believe I sm right in saying there is 
no single instance of ono public institu- 
tion having been founded and erected by 
one single individual. That ia the case 
with the Belilios School. Such remark- 
able benevolango and genorosity aro not 
gommon in Her Majasty’s Colonies, though 
they are not infrequent in tho great de- 
pendency of India, and E venture to think 
ton thie account, that Mr Belilios is not 
only entitled to the thanks of the present 
goueration but that he is entitled and will 
ain tho respect and admiration of the 
community of Hongkong in all time to 
come (applause). Hehbas spent a portion 
of his wealth moit oobly, and the 
good results which will flow from his 
minificence will be a lasting record 
of his great, efforts in tho cuuse of educa- 
tion and public health. Iam sure, ladies 
and gentlemen, you will all be pleased to 
hear that our moat gracious sovereign tho 
Queoo has boon made acquainted with Mr 
Bolilios’ liberality, and I am iostructed by 
tha Secretary of State, and in giving mo 
that iustruction be hss exprossed his own 

orsonal pleasure, J am instructed to say 
that Her Majesty has approved of the 
honour of the Companionship of 8t 
Michael ond St. George being bestow. 
ed vpon our worthy and hoaonred 
friend (loud opplawe). No man in 
Hongkong, am sure, will value it 
more than Me Belilion will do. I only 
now have to accept, on my own behalf, and 
on behalf of fature Governora of Hongkong, 
of this building, andI aleo have to accept 
the responsibility which its maintenance 
entails, I say, and you will say with me, 
may the Belilios Public School flourish ; 
may it be the means—and I am sure that 
is Mr Belilios’ chief wish—may it be the 
means of elevating in the social scale the 
Chinese girls of Hongkong, spreading 
amongat them and their relatives on the 
mainland 5 fuller knowledge of Western 
wothods of thought and western educations 
and civilizing influences. I have only to 
congratulate yon upon the opening of this 
building, and to congratulate you most 
hoortity, Mr Belilivs, upon the bonour 
your most Qtacious soversign has beet 
pleased to confer upon you. (Applause.

Que 
of our sages, the wise King Solomon, bas 
told us.in Soclpture, in Proverbs, 30th 
chap., Lat verse, that a * wise son makoth 3 
ad. father ; buta foolish son is the. heavi- 
néas of his mother.’ As you ere all aware, 
the chafactera’ and dispositions of children 
ato formed snd modelled. in the homo 
circle, of which the mother fs, or ahould bs 
the presiding genias, Itis her gentle pre- 
copts and refining influence that give tha 
tone in oll his‘after life to the son befors 
he goemforth into the world. It the mothet 
has not enjoyed the advantages of edace 
tion this softening, this refining influonc 
is nbaent; the son instead of gladdening 
his father’s heart, rans wild, ie neglected, 
growa up rade and idle and unrestrained, 
unfitted to take his part in sdciety and 
ready to acquiro all the faults and vices ao 
ill-rogalated ond coarae mind adopts with 
natural facility. Tho result is misery in 
the home: the disappointed mother re- 
prosches herslf for baving brought into 
the world @ foolish and an anwdrthy son} 
the father Janents over the destruction of 
lis hops ‘because his son will no longer 
carry on his labours or perpetuate his nam 
with hovor. Unless, therefore, we hare 
educated: mothers we cannot expect to ate 
wise, virtuous, and learned sons grow up to 
extend and develop the progress of civiliza- 
tion and the growth of acience and truth. 
Consequently, it isof paramount importance 
lo the atate aud to society that the future 
mothers of our race should bo educated so 
that their aonamsay bo fitted to carxp on 
the trast committed tothem, The scholets 
of this achool, girls to-day, will be women 
shortly and io turn mothers of farailies ; 
through them and throagh all those wio 
are educated in thia school in years to 
come we hope to disseminate knowledge 
ind imbue with refined ideas hoats of 
men aud women in this island. Let ve 
make Hongkong the Osford and Cam bridge 
of China, the soat of learving for the vast 
empire on whose fringe we stand, Letus 
tond forth highly-edacated men and women 
to overrun this empire. Instead of maln- 
tainiog in this part of the world a great 
navy and a atrong military Force let ua car- 
tail nnd reduce them, and tho fands thus 
saved let us detote to the up-keop of 
schools to educate the Chinese. Instead of 
opening up the country by force of armato 
our commerce, our industries, and our 
manufactures, let us endeavour to crete 
hn amicable link between Obina and the 
Weat by sending forth educated Chinsse 
into the empire-from this tiny dot on her 
coast. Men and women taught to think 
and act ns we do scattered ovet China weild 
leaven the mass, and the people, taught by 
gratitude. would learn te think woll of 
the British nation, be eager to welcome 
commerce with her, and raady to exchange 
ideas ae wall as goods. And all thiaby 
pacific moans! In furtherance of such 3 
cauas I would grudgo no extra expsnue this 
school mey entail on tho colony ; onthe 
contrary 1 shall be prepared to join in 
yote ‘for any additional oxpend:ture that 
may be proposed by Government for the 
purpose of educating the Chinese, Oon- 
sidering the progress the echool has mde 
daring the past year, I believe that ere 
long we shall find it as popular 
among the Ohiness a1 Victoria College 
has proved, snd that, as in the case of that 
extablishmont, the opplications for sdmit- 
tance"till exctod the accommodation at our 
disposal, There is avotber and a very im- 
portant point in connection with tho educa- 
tion of girls in this colony I ehould like to 
touch upon, It must nover bo lo t sight 
of that the position of women 15 Chinn ia 
at present adegradad one. Sho is regerd. 
ed aa an infertor being in most ranks of 
life, and in the lowest is too often 5 mere 
beast of burden, treated little batter than 
are the Hed Indian equaws. Educalion 
will do very much to rectify this injustice, 
by raising tho status of women and placing 
them more on a lavol with the stronger 
sox. It willalso, I hope, in the coure of 
time lead to the extinction of woman 
slavery and all its horrors in Chins. As 
one meats towards a0 humane and. berefi- 
cent an ond, I trast this movement for the 
better eduction of Chinese gitla in Hang- 
kong wil] command the universal support 
of all classes of the community. Your Bz- 
cellency, Zam glad to note thatthe learning 
of Chinsseis optional in thisechool. I hope 
the same system will soon be adopted in all 
the public schools of the Colony. Some 
twelve years ago the then Governor ap- 
pointed a Commission to inquire m to 
whether or not it wonld bo advisable to 
abolish tho teaching of Obinese in our 
achools, I had the honor tn be 8 mem- 
ber of that Commission, ba! unfortunately 
for the question under discussion the 
Chairioan presiding was biased from the 
commencement in favor of instruction in 
Chinese, and he succeeded in converting 
almost wil my colleagues to his views It 
wos up-bill work, therefore, for me, but 
with a good deal of persussion I got the 
Commission to modify their docision, with 
the result that we recommended thai the 
four hougs then devoted-to Chinese should 
bo reduead to two and s half per day, 
Now Igo further than that. Seeing that 
it requires pretty neatly a lifetimes to 
anquice athorough knowledge of Chinese, 
and that the majority of the parents wish 
their children to learn English only, bear- 
ing in mind that two hours and ni hulf i 
insultictont tima for. the. purpose; and’ is 
therefore wasted in attompting its moqu‘si- 


tion, and remembering how much can ba 
done in Jeatning English in the tims, it 
will, I maintain, be advisable to abolish 
the teaching of Chinese in our schoola 
Chinese youths attending our school can 
readily acquire a sufficient kaowledge of 
thoir own languoge in their homes after 
they have completed thelr English edaca- 
tion, One is neyer too old for the pursuit 
of learning, and in China do-we not bear 
authenticated casas of nonogenarians going 
up to the literary exsiviuations to compete 
forthe much-coveted degree? I believed, Bir, 
that if another Commission were appeinted 
te pansider the question FE have referred 
to. ‘after the expatisnse wo hero had 
ofthe failure of the system in vogue, 
its verdict would be adveras to the ons re- 
corded bythe last Edacution Comminston, 
and that there would be httlo opposition to 
the abandonment of the study of Chinese 
in ‘our schools. By imparting a sound 


knowledge of English to tet us hope anevor- 


increasing number vf Chinese on this island 
who yill subse ently lexve for diferent
